Synopsis of Events Which Final 
Ij Culminated In the Organi- 
zation of the Brethren 
Church of Philadel- 
phia, January 
24, 1887. 
The very general spread of in- 
telligence and education in oar 
country started a wave of pro- 
gress to which history fails to 
famish * parallel. The tradi- 
tions and minutes of the Annaal 
Meeting of the German Baptist 
church were almost impregnable, 
.Notwithstanding, the tide of 
progress forced its way through 
the crevices into the church and 
made havoc ot everything not 
founded upon the Rock of Ages. 
The Philadelphia church 
yielded perhaps first and most 
naturally to these progressive 
influences. Twenty years or 
more ago she already declared 
her independence, when at about 
that time the Annual Meeting 
power undertook to entorce the 
double mode of foot washing, 
which the charoh very emphat- 
ically refused to observe. In 
1875, Annual Meeting sent a 
committee to the Philadelphia 
church 'to investigate certain 
difficulties. Said Committee's 
report was rejected by the church 
almost unanimously. la 1876 
the same committee was again 
aent to Philadelphia to entorce 
their report of the previous year. 
Said report among other things 
demanded the discontinuance ot 
the use of the orgau in Sunday 
School and of the pool tor bap- 
tism. On Friday evening the 
church accepted the report and 
on the following Sunday morn- 
tog again used the organ ae usual, 
and the pool as soon as there 
was occasion to use it. (Since 
then an organ has also been 
placed in the church and is used 
in the regular church service.) 
Since 1876 the Philadelphia 
church moved along smoothly, 
but utterly regardless of Annual 
Meeting minutes and mandates, 
and when II. R. Holsinger was 
expelled by Annaal Meeting 
without trial, the sympathies of 
the Philadelphia church were 
with him. So much so that 
when the Ashland Convention 
was called to protest against the 
unwarranted proceedings ot An- 
naal Meeting, the charoh sent 
her Elder, J. P. Hetric, as dele- 
gate to that convention by unan- 


imous consent. These passing 
events and the continued disre- 
gard of the "established usages" 
ot the German Baptist church 
led a number ot members to be- 
lieve that the Philadelphia 
charoh was an entiioly neutral 
church if not wholly committed 
to the Brethren church proper. 
Hence all direct agitation of that 
question was avoided. 

About a year and a half after 
the reorganisation of the Breth 
ren church, J. D. McFaden, from 
the state of Delaware, a Meth- 
odist preacher of ability, pre- 
sented himself for membership 
in the Philadelphia ahurch and 
was duly received and baptized. 
Soon after he was thus received 
some ot the members proposed 
to have him called and installed 
into the ministry, not aa pastor 
of any particular church, but to 
authorize him to preach in the 
name ot the church of the Breth- 
ren wherever he might be called. 
This was opposed on the ground 
that he was a "progressive" and 
proposed to labor in the interest 
of the Brethren church. Owing 
to the aforesaid opposition he 
failed to be called to the ministry 
by the Philadelphia church. As 
the Philadelphia church had by 
her continued disregard of the 
mandates of Aunual Meeting 
and by her representation at the 
Ashland Convention committed 
herself to the Brethren church, 
her position in this matter was 
falsely taken. McFaden was 
not more "progressive" than the 
Philadelphia church. 

There were difficulties of a per- 
sonal nature between a few of 
the members before Me Fa leu 
became a factor in the affairs of 
the church. Owing to these per- 
sonal difficulties when some of 
the members proposed his elec- 
tion others opposed it from per- 
sonal reasons. McFaden was 
thus made the "scape goat" of 
previous personal difficulties, A 
number ot the members did not 
yield and never proposed to 
yield to such a glaring sacrifice 
of principle and ot an able, ear- 
nest Christian mil inter, but 
knowing that they could not 
succeed in establishing a great 
principle permanently while 
there were serious personal diffi- 
culties disturbing the peace of 
the church, they ceased to agi- 
tate the question of principle for 
a time, and made all possible ef- 
fort to remove the trouble of a 
personal character. Every effort 
in this direction tor nearly three 
years failed and as the central 
figure was so thoroughly en- 
trenched under the empty shell 
of so-called conservatism that 
they could oot reach him they 
dropped the personalities and 
again took up the principle and 
placed it before their opponanta 
in the following manner. 

Despairing of all hope of ad- 
justing the existing personal 
difficulties without a glaring sac- 
rifice of principle, J. D. McFaden 
was invited to come to Philadel- 
phia and conduct a series ot 
meetings. He consented to do 
so and on the 0th of January, 
1887, commenced the work 
which soon resulted in ten appli- 
cations for baptism. It was than 


proposed that if the Philadelphia 
church would again take a neu- 
tral position and not discriminate 
between so-called Conservatives 
and so-called Progressives, and 
as a practical tost of the good 
faith of this position would allow 
J. D. McFaden to baptize the 
converts into the church, the 
oh arch would remain together. 
If noC a Brethren church proper 
would be organized. The prop- 
osition was rejected. Not bow- 
ever, by the church, bat by rep- 
resentative men of sufficient in- 
fluence to' render non-acceptance 
sure even it it had gone before 
the church. The result was an 
organisation ae stated at the 
head of this statement.
